WIDOWS' PENSIONS

AN ACT to amend section thirty-six hundred forty-one (3641) of the code, 1924, relating
to widows’ pensions.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

1 SECTION 1. Section thirty-six hundred forty-one (8641) of the
2 code, 1924, is hereby amended by adding thereto the following:

3 No person on whom the notice to depart provided for in chapter
4 two hundred sixty-seven (267) shall have been served within one
5 year prior to the time of making the application, shall be considered
6 a resident so as to be allowed the aid provided for in this section.

CHAPTER 73

WIDOWS’ PENSIONS
S. F. 870

AN ACT to amend section three thousand six hundred forty-one (3641) of the code,
1924, relating to levy of tax to provide for aid to widow in care of child.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

SECTION 1. That section three thousand six hundred forty-one
(3641) of the code, 1924, be and the same is hereby amended by
adding thereto the following provision:

“In counties having a population of one hundred and forty thou-
sand (140,000) or more the board of supervisors may levy annually
a tax not to exceed one mill to carry out the provisions of this
section.”
